Manila. July 18 J*—-The Phil­ 
ippines today asked the United 
Nation* to supervise Japanese 
education and military affairs for 
the next 20 years to insure a con­ 
tinuation of the form of govern­ 
ment set up under the occupation. 
The Foreign office made public 
the text of two clauses it wants 
included in the Japanese treaty 
to be signed in Ban Francisco in 
September. 
One asks that Japans educa­ 
tional system be controlled to in­ 
sure ‘‘the development of the 
concept of liberty, the dignity 
of the human person, and the 
democratic way of life as basic 
factors in Hie personal and na­ 
tional fife cf Japan." 
The other would preserve the 
supremacy of civilian authorities 
over the military in the govern­ 
ment of Japan, and permit Ute 
UN to enforce lite various pro­ 
visions of the treaty. 


Seoul, Korea, July 18 ops—Allied
